During  the  past  three  months  there  have  been  several  newspaper 
articles  printed  about  KPFK  and  Pacifica,  The  LA  Weekly  the 
Village  Voice,  the  Guardian,  and  the  LA.  Reader  all  published'  art- 
icles originally  solicited  by  supporters  of  Marc  Cooper  and  Clare 
Spark;  Spark  was  fired  in  August  1982  as  KPFK  Program  Director 
and  Cooper  was  demoted  as  KPFK  News  and  Public  Affairs  Direc- 
tor in  September.  These  articles  supported  the  contention  by  sup- 
porters of  Cooper  and  Spark  that  they  were  disciplined  because  of 
their  opposition  to  an  alledged  move  by  some  within  Pacifica  to 
brmq  corporate  or  business  underwriting  to  the  Foundation  In 
the  past  two  Folios  I  have  attempted  to  clarify  the  history  of  that 
discussion,  and  the  National  Board  of  Pacifica  unanimously  reaffirm- 
ed our  non-corporate  direction.  When  this  argument  lost  credibility 
the  supporters  of  Cooper  and  Spark  continued  their  attack  on  the 
management  of  KPFK  on  any  other  grounds  available. 

Leaflets  were  passed  out  at  Film  Club  showings,  Barbara  Spark 
(Clare  s  sister)  delayed  a  Film  Club  screening  for  more  than  a  half 
hour,  while  she  imposed  her  viewpoint  on  the  members  of  the  Film 
Club.  Additional  news  stories  were  solicited  claiming  that  other 
staff  members  were  being  fired  because  of  their  position  on  these 
issues. 

Finally,  after  a  three-week  delay,  the  L.A.  Weekly  printed  a 
letter  to  me  addressing  the  issues  raised  in  their  pages.  During  this 
time  the  dissident  group  directed  their  attention  to  writing  letters 
to  the  President  of  Pacifica,  Peter  Franck.  These  letters  (reportedly 
some  90  of  them)  convinced  Franck  to  come  to  Los  Angeles  to 
conduct  an  investigation.  As  he  made  this  decision  without  consult- 
ing with  the  KPFK  Station  Board,  or  other  members  of  the  Pacifica 
Foundation  Board  of  Directors,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  met  prior  to  his  coming  and  required  that  he  in- 
volve members  of  the  Station  Board  in  his  interviews  which  he  was 
planning  to  conduct,  and  that  he  report  to  the  Station  Board  his 
findings.^  Further,  they  directed  that  the  "investigation"  be  turned 
into  an    evaluation." 

Peter  Franck  was  in  Los  Angeles  from  November?  through  14 
During  that  time  he  met  with  a  few  staff,  a  few  programmers  some 
listeners  and  some  Board  members.  Because  Franck  had  neglected 
to  inform  the  station  programmers  of  the  invitation  to  speak  to 
him  and  they  found  out  later,  many  of  them  were  not  able  to  speak 
to  him. 
Prior  to  these  interviews,  Franck  spoke  with  me. 
Then  on  Monday,  November  14,  after  I  requested  that  he  meet 
with  me  before  meeting  with  the  Board,  he  delivered  a  letter  of 
termination  effective  immediately.  He  indicated  that  he  was  appoint- 
ing Don  Rush  as  interim  manager.  He  then  informed  the  staff  and 
later  that  evening,  the  Station  Board.

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The  Board  voted  16-3-2  to  appeal 
to  the  Pacifica  National  Board  to 
review  the  firing  on  the  due  process 
issues.  It  was  contended  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  that  the  Pres- 
ident had  no  authority  to  act 
without  prior  consultation  with  the 
Board  and  the  Staff,  and  further 
that  I  had  no  chance  to  answer  the 
allegations  made  during  the  inter- 
views conducted  the  past  week. 

The  members  of  the  Nation- 
al Board  of  Pacifica  responded  by 
meeting  by  telephone  on  Thursday, 
November  17.  Because  of  require- 
ments to  provide  seven  day's  notice 
for  a  full  Board  meeting,  only  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee could  vote,  and  the  meeting 
was  convened  as  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee meeting. 

After  three  hours  of  discussion 
the  Board  voted  against  a  motion 
to  censure  the  President,  and  in 
favor  of  a  motion  to  rescind  the  fir- 
ing of  Jim  Berland  as  General 
Manager.  The  vote  to  rescind  was 
4-2  with  one  member  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  being  out  of  the 
country  and  thus  not  present.  Peter 
Franck  voted  against  the  rescision. 

The  Executive  Committee  refer- 
red the  Franck  report  to  the  Stat- 
ion Board  and  required  them  to  e- 
valuate  the  Manager  prior  to  Dec- 
ember 15.  If,  at  that  time,  the 
President  does  not  agree  with  the 
Station  Board  evaluation,  he  is  to 
call  a  meeting  of  the  National 
Board  of  Pacifica,  prior  to  taking 
any  action. 

WHERE  HAS  THIS  LEFT 
KPFK  ANDYOU? 

I  was,  of  course,  pleased  to  be  re- 
instated, but  more  pleased  and  en- 
couraged   by  the  Board's  commit- 
ment to  the  procedures  of  the  or- 
ganization    and     to     due    process. 
President    Franck    has    contended 
that  the  KPFK  Station  Board  is  not 
capable  of  making  an  evaluation  in- 
dependent   of    the    Manager.    The 
Board  takes  exception  to  that.  The 
National  Board  has  said,  by  its  res- 
olution that  the  Station  Board  must 
have  its  say,  and  that  the  National 
Board  will  be  the  final  arbiter  of 
the  issue.  As  I  have  been  discussing 
on   Report  to  the  Listener,  (heard 
Mondays  at   9a.m.),   much  of  my 
effort  during  my  ten  years  at  Pac- 
ifica   has   gone  to   strengthen   the 
written    processes    and    safeguards 
that  the  organization  has. 

Pacifica  is  a  complicated  organi- 
zation:   five   stations,   a   news  ser- 


vice, a  tape  library,  and  National 
Office,  five  Station  Boards,  a  Nat- 
ional Board,  an  Executive  Director, 
President,  and  Chair  of  the  Board, 
and  hundreds  of  volunteers  and 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  listeners. 
To  maintain  balance  and  equity  a- 
mong  the  elements  of  the  stations, 
and  the  best  level  of  radio  pro- 
gramming, volunteers,  program- 
mers, staff,  union,  management, 
and  listeners,  requires  a  continuing 
commitment  to  due  and  clear  proc- 
"edures. 

All  of  this  would  be  a  challenge 
with  adequate  funds.  When  given 
the  limited  funds  and  the  debt  load 
of  the  organization,  it  has  often 
been  called  unmanageable.  I  have 
managed  KPFK  for  what  will  be  six 
years  in  March  of  1984,  the  longest 
tenure  of  any  Pacifica  Manager  in 
history.  Perhaps  it  is  time  for  a  new 
manager. 

The  critical  element  in  making 
that  decision  (in  addition  to  my 
own  personal  judgement),  should 
be  an  orderly  process  of  considera- 
tion, in  depth.  I  believe  that  it  is 
proper  that  the  Board  of  Pacifica 
have  the  final  say^  based  upon  in- 
put from  the  staff  and  Station 
Board  as  well  as  from  volunteers, 
programmers,  and  listeners. 

The  danger,  as  I  have  seen  it,  is 
that  a  decision  would  be  made  in 
reaction  to  an  organized  group  of 
critics  with  a  clear  self-interest  in 
the  removal  of  the  present  manage- 
ment. 

The  system  that  exists  now, 
which  I  support,  calls  for  public 
discussion  on  matters  of  policy  and 
programming.. .e.g.,  should  we  be 
doing  more  or  less  international 
coverage,  or  dramas  or  whatever, 
public  reporting  on  finances,  and 
private  discussion  of  personnel  mat- 
ters. 

This  latter,  the  private  discus- 
sion and  review  of  personnel  mat- 
ters, is  hard  for  some  to  accept.  But 
it  is  essential,  if  we  are  not  to  re- 
turn Pacifica  to  the  rule  of  the 
loudest  and  most  aggressive  faction. 
We  have  seen  that  style  of  organiz- 
ation, and  it  almost  destroyed  us  in 
the  mid-70s. 

But  in  order  to  have  confidence 
in  a  private  process  there  must  be 
knowledge  of  that  process  and  of 
the  people  who  will  be  conducting 

it. 

THE  PROCESS 

For  staff  members  who  are  in 
the  Union  (all  staff,  out  the  Man- 
ager, the  Program  Director,  the 
Development  Director,  the  Oper- 
ations Director,   and   tha  Business 


Manager).  There  is  a  standard  la- 
bor management  grievance  proced- 
ure, which  ultimately  places  the  fi- 
nal decision  in  the  hands  of  a  third 
party  arbitrator.  In  addition,  em- 
ployees are  guaranteed  progressive 
discipline,  except  in  cases  of  ser- 
ious misconduct. 

For  the  members  of  Management 
listed  above  (except  for  the  General 
Manager),  there  are  lesser  rights  un- 
der the  Pacifica  personnel  policies, 
but  they  include  the  right  to  be 
warned  of  insuuficient  perform- 
ance, and  the  right  to  a  document- 
ed termination  in  writing,  and  the 
right  to  appeal  to  a  standing  Griev- 
ance Committee  of  three  members 
(one  appointed  by  the  staff,  one  by 
the  Manager,  and  one  by  the  Board 
of  the  station),  and  to  further  ap- 
peal to  the  President  of  the  Found- 
ation,  who  appoints  a  committee  to 
advise  him  on  his  decision.  This  lat- 
ter process  was  followed  by  Clare 
Spark,  with  the  ultimate  decision 
made  on  unanimous  recommendat- 
ion of  the  appeals  committee  that 
her  termination  be  upheld. 

What  is  most  important  is  that 
you  support  KPFK  and  Pacifica, 
not  for  the  individuals  involved,  but 
for  the  programming.  If  you  believe 
that  is  a  service  to  you,  support 
KPFK,  no  matter  who  is  on  staff. 
Trust  that  the  people  who  have  the 
responibility  will  exercise  it  well,  if 
not  in  each  instance,  over  the  long 
run.  Everyone  in  Pacifica  faces 
many  difficult  decisions  each  year, 
and  some  of  our  choices  will  be  the 
wrong  ones.  If  we  do  that  for  very 
long,  the  review  process  should 
catch  up  to  it.  If  the  review  process 
is  too  slow,  it  needs  to  be  improv- 
ed, not  abandoned  or  undermined. 

THE  STATION  BOARD 

The  Station  Board  of  KPFK  has 
come  under  criticism  for  being  un- 
representative and  not  independent 
of  the  Manager.  A  complete  list  of 
the  current  members,  and  a  brief 
description  of  their  background,  is 
available  on  request  by  sending  a 
self-addressed  stamped  envelope  to 
KPFK  with  your  written  request.

YOUR  MONEY  SOLICITED 

There  is  no  question  that  it  is 
easier  to  disrupt  KPFK  than  to  run 
it.  The  combination  of  transmitter 
difficulties,  attacks,  and  staff 
changes,  have  weakened  us.  Our  last 
fund  drive  reflected  this,  although 
It  was  not  as  weak  as  the  critics 
claim. 

We  do  not  have  time  nor  access 
to  answer  each  criticism,  and  no 
matter  how  rediculous  an  accus- 
ation, if  it  is  repeated  enough,  it 
sows  confusion,  and  confusion 
weakens  support. 

Thus  I  solicit  your  questions  and 
comments  for  the  Folio,  they  will 
be  printed,  and  answers  will  be 
forthcoming.  I  believe  this  is  the 
best  forum.  It  is  in  writing,  it  can 
provide  documentation  for  charges 
and  answers  and  it  will  allow  you  to 
access  in  an  organized  way  the 
issues  of  concern. 

In  the  next  issue  of  the  Folio  we 
will  report  on  the  past  year  finan- 
cially and  provide  an  analysis  of  the 
station's  complete  financial  condit- 
ion.

THE  STATUS  OF 
MARC  COOPER 

At  the  time  of  this  writing  (Nov- 
ember 19,  1983),  the  status  of  Marc 
Cooper  as  station  employee  is  still 
pending.  One  of  the  actions  of  in- 
terim Manager  Don  Rush  during  his 
three  days  of  management  was  to 
settle  the  grievances  of  Marc  Coop- 
er. I  have  not  yet  spoken  with  Marc 
or  with  counsel,  to  determine  the 
legality  of  that  settlement,  nor  have 
I  completed  investigating  other 
charges  which  might  influence 
Cooper's  status.  I  will  report  on 
those  developments  on  Report  to 
the  Listener  (on-the-air)  as  soon  as 
they  take  place.

L.A.T.E.  TO  BROADCAST 
PETER'S  LUDWIG 

On  Tues.,  Dec.  27  at  10:30  p.m., 
Los  Angeles  Theatre  of  the  Ear 
(L.A.T.E.)  will  broadcast  a  radio 
adaptation  of  the  acclaimed  one- 
man  show  by  Robert  Peters, 
Ludwig.  Ludwig,  as  its  author  has 
written,  "is  an  excursion  into  the 
mind  of  a  bizarre  and  gifted  king 
who  was  obsessed  with  beauty 
and  the  music  of  Richard  Wagner, 
who  despised  politics  and  war,  and 
who  believed  he  was  descended 
from  swan  kings.  Ludwig  was  born 
in  1845  and  crowned  king  of  Bav- 
aria in  1864,  at  age  19.  The  hand- 
some king  was  6'4"  and  his  beau- 
ty made  him  one  of  the  wonders  of 
Europe.  One  of  his  first  official  acts 
was  to  send  envoys  to  bring  Rich- 
ard Wagner  to  Court.  Other  persons 
who  figure  in  this  performance  are 
his  mother  Queen  Marie  whom  he 
loathed— he  called  her  "Prose," 
the  greatest  insult,  he  felt;  his 
cousin  the  Empress  Elisabeth  of 
Austria,  to  whose  younger  sister 
Sophie  Ludwig  proposed  with  both 
tragic  and  comic  results;  his  brother 
Otto  incarcerated  in  a  mental  hos- 
pital; cousin  Paul  Taxis,  a  young 
officer;  a  young  equerry  Richard 
Hornig,  the  lover  of  Ludwig's  mid- 
years. In  1886  Ludwig  was  deposed 


by  the  Bavarian  ministers  as  insane. 
In  truth  they  wished  to  punish  him 
for  spending  inordinate  sums  on 
Wagner  and  on  building  the  great 
castles  at  Linderhof,  Neuschwan- 
stein,  and  Herrenchiemsee— castles 
which,  ironically,  have  become  the 
greatest  of  all  German  tourist  at- 
tractions. Ludwig  was  a  splendid  ec- 
centric and  pacifist.  Despite  his  be- 
ing a  superb  swimmer,  he  was 
found  drowned  in  less  than  two 
feet  of  water,  along  with  the  alien- 
ist. Dr.  von  Gudden,  who  had  cer- 
tified his  reputed  insanity.  Amid 
great  pomp  and  circumstance,  Lud- 
wig's funeral  occurred  in  1886.  He 
was  40  years  old
